BRAVO! Group picture of Continental 
refugees who live together on West 
62nd St in N. Y. The Archduchess sells 
dresses; the Prince, sports wear; the 
Judge is an errand boy. Homolka is 
the baffled Hungarian playwright who, 
as usual, plays too slowly. Lila Davis 
better. Intermittently funny or 
dramatic, although authors are Kaufman 
and Ferber. 

EDWARD, MY SON - Edward Morley in the 
drama written by himself and Noel 
Langley hasn't skimped himself in the 
three acts and ten scenes of culmina- 
tive action made plausible by Morley's 
personajity. Story of a father whose 
greedy ambition for his son corrupts 
both of them as well as Edward's 
mother. Edward is never seen. Every 
one of the ten curtains has a punch 
to it - that's why seats are unavail- 
able. "Try in March", says the box 
office! 

LIFE WITH MOTHER - Here's @ne sequel 
that seems equal to the original! 
Clare and Vinnie are now seen in 
their summer home and they and Cousin 
Cora and Margaret, the cook, and 
Clarence are all of the first cast. 
With Lindsay and Crouse, Miss Dorothy 
Stickney is now a well-loved legend 
of New York. 

LOVE LIFE - From 1791 to date, Lerner, 
author of “Brigadoon”, follows the 
development of a married couple, in- 
terspersed with vaudeville acts. Some 
of LOVE LIFE is delightful with lapses 
of execrable taste but Kurt Weill's 
score is of the best quality and fine- 
ly sung by Nanette Fabray and Ray 
Middleton. 

MAGDALENA - An operetta, which with 
music by the great Brazilian composer 
Villa-Lobos, sung by three unusual 
artists, and astounding Indian dances, 
also offers the anomaly of a Catholic 
Story. It's a struggle between the 
Christian and the pagan Indians of 
Colombia into which is interwoven a 
standardized interlude of the musical- 
comic General and his French mistress. 
But in this case the Parisian is the 
inimitable Irra Petina (from "Song of 
Norway"). Dorothy Sarnoff is the 
fervent Indian who finally converts 
her pagan lover, powerfully sung by 
John Raitt. The sets and costuming 
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MAGDALENA (cont'd.) have, been criti- 
cized as over lavish but are really 
very beautiful. MAGDALENA has tri- 
umphed over some adverse reviews. 

The Padre stands out as a real Fran- 
ciscan. MAGDALENA is my favorite 

of this season. 

MY ROMANCE - Musical version of Shel- 
don's famous play in which an aged 
clergyman recalls his short romance 
with the lovely Cavallini when she 
sang at the Academy of Music in the 
1890's. Ann Jeffreys does well by 
the diva; Romberg not so well with 
the score, 

PRIVATE LIVES - Tallulah Bankhead in 
her own burlesque of Noel Coward's 
pagan trivialities. Abetted in the 
same vein by Donald Cook. 

SET MY PEOPLE FREE - Mrs. Du Bose 
Heyward has used an incipient slave 
rising in Charleston in 1822 as the 
background for a study of loyalties: 
the contrast of the son of an African, 
who considers himself another Moses 
and the head slave of a kind master 
who loves his white owners. 

SMALL WONDER - Miniature revue, evolved 
in New Haven, where wit is paramount. 
There are some very funny songs, 
sharply satirical sketches and excel- 
lent dancing. Tom Ewell wonders 
through as the Normal Neurotic. 
SUMMER AND SMOKE - An early play of 
Tennessee Williams produced by Margo 
Jones with Mielziner's best set and 
unusually well played by Margaret 
Phillips and Tod Andrews with inci- 
dental music by Paul Bowles. It is 

a struggle between body and soul as 
typified in a drunken young doctor 
and the music teacher who loves him. 
Far ahead of "Streetcar". 

WHERE'S CHARLEY?- That Ray Bolger is 
Charley is the one credit for a musi- 
cal whose inept music only slows the 
farce. There is even a Balanchine 
ballet of Brazil -- Charley's Aunt came 
from Rio. The best moment is Char- 
ley’s solo song and dance - the rest 
is just trimming for Charley. 
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Don't forget the National Conven- 
tion. Make plans now to be in Los 
Angeles JUNE 15, 16, 17 and 18.
